Under the direction of Dr. Frank 
L. McVey, president of the University 
of Kentucky, as State Director of ahe 
Ppblic Service Resenre. the work of 
taklac'a eenaua of all persons en- 
rolled te '*Boki-eeen.tlal^' work, will 
begu9 yeaterday, and will be con- 
tinued until completed. The list will 
be used in efforts to have the men 
enlist for essential work. 

The State was divided into three 
districts, with the central and north- 
eastern district being i-n charge of 
Wallace M. Parker, of Lexington. In 
each county the County Chairman of 
the National Council of Defense, or 
some person appointed as represen- 
UUve of the United .^States Public 
Serrice Resenre has charge of the 
census. The men were Instructed to 
take a complete eensus of all persons 
who were engaged in "non-essential" 
work, and to enroll all those who 
wish to engage in essential war work.

The total aehool eensus for the year 
1918. under the new law, passed at 

the last session of the Legislature, 
providing that ' only those between 

the ages of 6 and 18 are to be listed, 
shows 648,875 childen within the 
school age. Of this number 533,356 
live in rural districts and 115,519 
in the independent city districts. 

There are approximately 7,712 sub- 
district .schools in the State, 1.508 of 
theSe being first-class schools having 
more than 75 pupils in the census, 
2.830 second class schools having 
more than 75 pupils in the census, 
2.830 second class schools having 
more than 50 pupils in the census 
and S.374 aehoola havlns more than 
25. and fewer than pnpilB within 
the school act. 

Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion Gilbert said thata careful analy- 
sis of these flgures would show whylM 
the school system lacks money to pay"'^ 
adequate salaries to the teachers. It 
costs practically as much to equip 
one of the small schools as it does 
the first-class schools. 

The last Legislature enacted a law 
providing that no teacher in a sec- 
ond class school should be paid less 
than $45 a month, and in a first- 
class school, less than $50 a month, 
leaving the salaries of the schools 
below fifty pup|la entirely at the dis- 
cretion of the eoeintr boards of edu- 
cation.

AUTO ACCIDBHT; MACHDIES 1 
BAMAOED; TWO INJUSEDT 

It's a very rare happening nowa- 
days when a Sunday passes without 
an automobile accident to enllren 
the usual quietude -of the day. Cast 
Supiday was no ezceptlen, the North 
Middletown pike, in the Jielghhor- 
hood of Paris, this time furnishing 
the scene, the actors and the final 
curtain for the play. 

Sunday afternoon between six and 
seven o'clock, an automobile in 
which Mr. Eli Friedman, his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. B. Friedman, his sis- 
ters, and his grandfather were occu- 
pants, with MV. Eli Friedpian driv- 
ing, collided with a machine driven 
by Mr. Redmon Talbott. at a point 
on the North Middletown pike, near 
the residence of Mr. Orle Bpeakes. In 
thp Talbott machine were Mr. Tal- 
bfljtt. Sallie Talbott, Mr. and Mrs. Lou 
Rfdinon and Mrs. Mary W^alker, the 
latter three otthls dty. They were 
coining from Paris to North Middle- 
town, while the Friedman madiine 
was going in the opposite direction. 
At one side of the pike, at the foot 
of a steep hill, was a pile of rocks 
that had been dumped for road re- 
pair work. Weeds had grown up, al- 
mpst obstructing the rocks. In an 
enideavor to avoid the rocks at that 
po^nt. which is very narrow, the ma- 
chines collided, the Friedman ma- 
chine going up the hill a few feet, 
while the Talbott machine spun 
swoss the road, and landed in a 
telephooe pole about forty-five feet 
away. In the collision both machines 
were eonslderalbly dad^ad. hut in 
the crash of the Talbott machine 
r gainst the pole two of the occupants 
sustained injuries. Mrs. Lou Da>Tls 
Redmon received a broken collar 
bone and a badly lacerated hand, 
which may necessitate the amputa- 
tion of one or more fingers of the 
injured member. Mr. Redmon. her 
husband, had his ankle sprained. 
The occupants of the Friedi^n car 
escaped injurr-haymii a steldng-up 
anA a scare. 

The crash of« the accident was 
hivard at the residence of Mr. Fister, 
who immediately went to the scene. 
Tie Injured parties were brought to 
pXhs in his nutehlne and taken to the 
MMsie Memorial Hospital, where 
their injuries reertind attsntkni. 
They were later ahle to return to 
their homes, with the exception of 
Mrs. Redmon. whose injuries were of 
such a nature as to necessitate her 
remaining there.

Regulations issued June 17 limit- 

ing the serving of beef at public eat- 
ing places to four meals a week were 
amended Friday hy the Vsdaral Food 
Administration far - Kigdpdky* -aCee- 
tive Saturday. 

Ohsenraaoa of the rsgnlatlons has 
resulted in immediate conservation 
and permitted the Government to 
purchase snhotantlal amounts of the 
beef required for export, Lyne Hern- 
don, chairman of the hotel division 
off the Food Administration for Ken- 
tucky, announced. 

It now develops also that the 
sehadnle frsserthid at that time 
would cause spoilage through left- 
over wastes in so^me parts of the 
eonntry. The Food Administration 
Hotel Division, therefore, Issued in 
lieu of previous beef orders the fol- 
lowlng rule: 

"All public eating places and clubs 
are permitted to serve beef, roast, 
boiled or stewed, or steak, one meal 
per day, with the understanding that 
the by-products consisting of hearts, 
tongues, tails, livers, heads, tripe, 
feet, barrel, potted beef, beef loaf, 
chili eon came, beet tripunings. 
bologna and fran kftuia t a , — y he 
served at any ti'ma. 

"In the SUte of Kentucky the mid- 
day meal, from 11 to 2 o'clock, will 
be considemd. tha maal «t whieh beaf 
may be servM.

When it was 
established less than a year ago in- 
coming troops were warned that they 
must not rely on getting any off their 
overseas outfit here. This Is so com- 
pletely changed under Major Fawcett's 
administration that there is nothing 
4^ ..manliation can possibly need 
whMb Olo samp win not anpply nearly 
as fast as the men can be marched 
up to his warehouses to take the sup- 
plies away. 
Hajor Fawcett has a ten-foot square 
CB dBpalBtad shack.

A 
tiH^^one receiver Is strapped over his 
head all the time. The officers requir- 
ing aoppUea for the present and fu- 
tnre who eome into this camp make 
ratstakes, Mg and'Httla.

Mr. Becker emphasized the point 
that, while the United States still was 
neutral, the Imperial German Govern- 
ment, without a cent of expense to 
itself established a fund to reduce a 
part of the AmaikMl-|MM -«llh gaad 
scraps of paper. 

Many Americans, he said, invested 
in the German bonds before this 
country went to war in the same man- 
ner that they now are buying liberty 
bonds, believing that the money was 
to be used legitimately for the bnyiaK 
of munitions ' and war suppliea, 9^ 
not suspecting that thedr dollars were 
to be used against their own country. 

The Adolphus Busch estete, A. A. 
Bosch and Mrsr Lillie Busch, were 
among the subscribera in Ainerica 
to the German war lonna, he. declar- 
ed, addiujg that whan Mrs. Busch was 
examined re c e n t ly by Government 
agents on her armal in this country, 
she had dliehdined'nny knowledge of 
the t lOlegiBd ptitrlfcaai ef the Bveiili« 
Mail. 

Captain David A. Henkes, who was 
dismissed from the Uited Stotes army 
by court-martial for wishing to re-

GOV££NM£NTAL CONTROL OF 



GoTenunaat eoatrol of the tobaeeo 
industry of the United States may re- 
nilt tnm the heayy requirements of 

the Allies and the American military 
forces abroad. Rationing of the 
American popotetfea is believed to be 
a possibility. 

The War Industries Board an- 
nounced that it has been conducting 
an investigation to determine the 
requirements abroad and the amount 
that must be conserved in this coun- 
try to meet the situation. It esti- 
mates that approximately two-thirds 
of the leaf tobaeeo raleed la this 
cooatrj la If 17 wfll be available for 
^merinoa Bieaofscturera. Out of this 
must eopne cigarettes aad pipe to- 
bacco for troops not yet overseas and 
exports of manufactured tobacco in 
addition to cigarettes and tobaeeo 
purchased here for Belgium, 

The crop in 1917 was 1.196,000,- 
000 pounds and of this the Board es- 
ti^nates that 850.000.000 pounds will 
be available this year for United 
States manufacturers, while 300,- 
000,000 poui|d8 of leaf will he avail- 
able for export to tiM Alliee. 



There is a probability that a por- 
tion of the Great Lakes Kaval Train- 
ing Station Band, which visited Paris 
last March in the interest of the 
campaign for naval recruits, may 
again visit Paris in the near future. 

The band, which was organlied, 
trained and directed by the noted 
bandmaster. Lieutenant John Philip 
Sousa, is coming to Kentucky to 
stimulate interest in further enlist 
ments of men for navy service. The 
band came to Louisville, Sunday 
from St. Louis, where it has been 
stationed for the past six weeks, aad 
gave a >x>ncert at Lincoln I*ark. It 
wa.s announced from the bandstand 
that the band would make a visit to 
several Kentucky towns, including a 
large number in the central part of 
the State, in an effort to put the Lou- 
isTille recruiting station way beyond 
the St. Louis station la the ^natter 
of enlistments. "An effort is being 
made to get 2,000 recruits' from Ken- 
tucky during July. About six hun- 
dred of the number have already 
been obtained. 

The band, which is knowi^ as De- 
taehmeat No. 1<, Is headed by Petty 
Officer and Bandmaster S. M. Smith, 
of the TJ. S. Navy. It Is composed of 
thirty skilled musicians, personally 
chosen by Lieut. Sousa for the trip. 
That the band will visit Paris Is said 
to be almost a certainty at the pres- 
ent tine. Here's hoping.

FORTY THOUSAND MEN NEEDED

Forty thou.sand more men are 
needed at once for the navy, accord- 
ing to the United States Navy Re- 
cruiting Station. 412 South Fourth 
street, Louisville.

I have Inspected several prisons, 
some large and some small, and In 
fvery one I have found the Germans 
treafed guit^ aa well aa dvy priaoffera 
In normal timea and wEf Iflstaaces 
better. Officers are not humiliated In 
fi!ny way. In fact they receive better 
treatment, a stranger would thi nk , 
enttUed to. ^ 

On a low hill about 1,000 feet from 
a main road of Fra nce atondB a priaon 
^ve low wooden bundtevl iinNMnid- 
ed by two barbed wire fences, with 
armed plcketa always patrolling out- 
side. Here are 200 Germans, many of 
them prisoners taken in the early bat- 
tte o< the Somme, but some taken 
BMwe recently. They are all privates 
and cnuaUlate aa happy a family as 
one could find where personal liberty 
Is the one thing desired and denied. 

The Germans stood at their barbed 
f^ncea houra at a time and watched 
the endlesa nne of aoldlera. When it 
was the blue of France that was mov- 
ing past the Germans were not particu- 
larly interested. They had aeen that 
f Of yaara. Tliey hnow Fiaaca alwaya 
haa Hid an eaidlaaf *Vne of ev^jf thing 
needed for war. But when they saw 
the khaki of America filing or rolling 
hy for a whole day and then for an- 
alhcr, and beard the muddy ahuAe of 
Caet throm^ the night, there waa a 
change In the dull expression of thoee 
German eyes. It was at this time that 
I went to the prison to learn what they 
thought 9f what they had aeen. First 
It ahould he allinii'lhat-^haa^piiiuners 
see little of recent developments in 
the war. They must form their opin- 
ions from fuch fragments of conversa- 
tion aa they bear frcMn their kejepera 
aad from what^ tM^ •Mb tar 
stance, from the l<m(r ^'Otjif^ line df 
Americans, the first they had seen. 

In this particular prison the new- 
comers had brought the news situation 
up to early spring; hot aa for the big 
offensive the prisoners knew <mly Uiat 
there probably would be one. 

Americans Surprise Germans. 

When I asked if there waa a German 
among tiie two handiai who ecM 
speak Bngllsh. a good laoking yoing 
man, with a typical Teutonic mustache, 
red cheeks, a glow of health, was call- 
ed out. He stepped Into my presence 
like an automaton,' clicked hia Jieels to- 
gether and saluted the French captain. 
He told me he was a private ; that he 
has a home In Lucerne, Switzerland; 
that he fought eight months, but was 
never wounded ; that he is in the whole- 
aale dry goods bnslnew la BerUa* end 
that he doea huslMSs wtfil John Wiana- 
maker, MMkall md aad MMrn 
Brothers. 

•*What do you think of all the Ameri- 
cana yon have seen pasp'ng here recrat- 
lyl* I asked trim. 

*T have seen many Americans,** he 
said. "I was surprised that you have 
so many In France.*' 

Another prisoner, less prepossessing 
In appearance than ttia Aral, waa asked 
abcKit things In genenL He spoke j 
English poorly. 

"I live In Berlin and work In a bank, 
but was in the war for two years. 
When the war Is over I am gcrtng to 
Switzerland to live. I would go to 
America, but they don't like Germans 
over there any more."

Mr. Neal quoted many public men 
against the done ayatem. Hhf elt«id 
conditions in Russia to-day as illus- 
trative of the effects of lack of in- 
terchange of eonuntmleatlonr and uni- 
ty of thought. 

Mr. Neal suggested abolishment of 
the eongreselonal flunking prlvitogie 
would add $25,000,000 or jiBore to 
the postal revenue.s.
